More than 140 national and 300 pro¬ 
vincial application forms have been 
forwarded to potential exhibitors at 
Albertacraft ’61 scheduled July 17 to 26 
at the Northern Alberta Jubilee Audi¬ 
torium. The response to this year’s na¬ 
tional show has been heavy, with ap¬ 
proximately 30 exhibits received to date. 

Displays will be entered in the follow¬ 
ing categories: individual, professional, 
community, groups or societies, art 
schools, children’s entries and commer¬ 
cial outlets. Some of the community 
and group exhibits are expected to be 
made up of several articles covering 
many phases of arts and crafts. 

Judging of the displays will be done 
June 22 and 23. 

Special emphasis will be placed upon 
artistic excellence at the 1961 show. 
Whereas previous exhibitions have been 
of value primarily to amateurs, it is 
planned to introduce displays of new 
concepts and techniques this year with 
the view of providing displays of value 
to amateurs and professionals alike.
